INTRODUCTION. 



THIS book of "Daily Services for the use of 
Public Schools" seems to me to meet a 
want which has never been, so far as I am 
aware, supplied in a methodical and systematic 
manner. 

In addition to providing for the ordinary 
Morning and Evening Prayer for every day of 
the week, in a form modelled upon the use of 
the Church, an attempt is here made to sanctify 
the various breaks and crises in school life by 
appropriate Offices of public devotion. I often 
wished, while Head Master of Kugby, that I 
had some such manual. To say a word of 
pastoral warning in connection with such oc- 
casions is of course easy ; but it is not so easy 
by any means to connect the occasion with a 
specific act of worship. 

I heartily wish well to this effort to supply 
a void in our devotional literature ; and I be- 
lieve the reader will be pleased both with the 
spirit and execution of the work.

PREFACE. 



THE model followed in the compilation of this manual 
has been the Book of Common Prayer, each Office 
o containmg, as do the Morning and Even- 

^fflc™ etc. in 8 Prft y er of P ur Church, provision (1) 
' " for Praise, in the chanting of the daily 
Psalms and the singing of Hymns, — (2) for Doctrine and 
Instruction, in the reading of Holy Scripture, — (3) for 
Prayer, taken up of course, largely, with petitions 
meeting the special needs of schoolboys, and thrown 
into the form of short collects, alternating with versicles 
and responds. For Wednesday and Friday mornings 
a Litany is provided. Each Evening Service contains 
a general Confession, and on two evenings in the week 
the Apostles' Creed is recited. The average length of 
timew occupied by each ordinary Office, including the 
hymn, is fifteen minutes. This may of course be 
abridged, if thought necessary, by omitting either a 
portion of the Psalms, or some one or more of the 
Prayers. 
No attempt has been made at original composition. 
The materials have been gathered with 

materials' mucn care an ^ thought from many differ- 
ent sources, considerable license of modifi- 
cation and adaptation having been of course assumed. 
Special acknowledgment is due to the Very Eev. Dean 
Goulburn and the Eev. Dr. Hayman, for permission to

of our times. The extraordinary copious- 
ness of the supply argues a very large corresponding 
demand. There must be somewhere, among some in- 
dividuals and some societies, a growing desire to make 
the worship of Almighty God something more than a 
cold form, regularly observed indeed as a matter of 
custom and decency, but destitute of all life, all hearti- 
ness, all reality. Does it not appear as if, in these evil 
days, when iniquity abounds, and the love of many is 
waxing cold — when worldliness and money-worship and 
profligacy and infidelity are leading captive the souls for 
whom Christ has died — it had seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost that a remnant at least should be reserved ; that 
when the Son of Man cometh He might, if only here 
and there, find faith on the earth ? If this be so— and 
it is at least not impossible — if there is a special quicken- 
ing power abroad amongst us, is it not a paramount 
duty to make an effort on behalf of our schools, in order 
that our boys may be brought under so blessed an in- 
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fluence, before they go oat as young men into a world 
which lieth in wickedness ? Can we do nothing to help 
them to worship God in spirit and in truth, and to realize 
His Presence when they are gathered together in His 
Name ? May we not secure that which is least, in 
forming them to habits of reverence and accustoming 
them to take an active share in prayer and praise, in the 
hope that by God's grace that which is greatest may in 
due time be developed and matured, — the hearty love 
and fear of God, the lively faith in Christ our Lord, the 
earnest effort to serve Him and grow into His likeness 
more and more, till the morning break and the shadows 
flee away ? 
Beyond all question habits of reverence may be learned 
in boyhood. In boyhood the devout life 

LHetaboJhSod. mav , be » i n however low a degree, yet 
really and consciously begun. And if 
this is true, then nothing which can help is of slight 
importance ; nothing which tends to retard is a trifling 
evil. Whatever contributes towards quickening and 
deepening the devotional feeling is of value absolutely 
unspeakable. Whatever helps to infuse an element of 
life and earnestness into our school-room prayers, and 
so to raise them above the dull, dead level at which they 
are apt to lie, — whether it be the compilation of suitable 
forms, tbe introduction of singing, or the inculcation of 
a reverent bodily attitude in worship — has a most direct 
and immediate bearing upon the spiritual life of the 
school, and must, accordingly, in greater or less degree, 
determine the subsequent spiritual history of those who 
have come under its influence. 

Not the least serious obstacle in this matter arises 
from the fact that the worshippers have 

in CtTurch aS no hel P' such as their Pra y er Books sup- 
ply in Church, towards fixing the at- 
tention. They hear, more or less distinctly, certain 
prayers recited i but without a book before them con- 
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taining the forms which are being used, it is idle to 
hope for anything like a general participation in the 
common act of worship. If the placing the book in the 
hands of each several boy will not insure this most de- 
sirable result — as it certainly will not — the difficulty 
will at least be rendered less formidable and discourag- 
ing than it would otherwise be. 

The present work is designed for such a use. It is 
intended to be a contribution towards "redeeming our 
school-room prayers " — to borrow the expressive language 
of Dr. Hayman — "from the otiose performance into 
which they are prone to fall" ; an attempt to help 
masters and boys to realize their unity as a Christian 
household ; to invest what is else so apt to be cold and 
perfunctory with life and reality ; to encourage in boys 
a habit which, to their infinite blessing, they may re- 
tain as grown men, in this scoffing and irreligious age, — 
the habit of taking a conscious part in daily common 
worship, public or private, with reverence of body and 
heartiness of voice, instead of either showing an ill- 
disguised indifference and weariness, or, at best, " assist- 
ing " with a decorous silence. 

With the single exception of Dr. Hayman's excellent 
little work — of which the only farult is its brevity and 
somewhat limited scope — the Compiler knows of no book 
of school services containing prayers really suited to the 
use of schoolboys, and adapted to the many diversities 
of their daily spiritual needs : no book which carries 
out in any adequate degree the spirit, or reproduces the 
form, of the Book of Common Prayer, the most perfect 
existing model of united devotion. 

It has been his effort to supply in some measure this 
notable deficiency. He ventures to hope that the work 
may be found useful in other schools where the religious 
instruction and worship are in accordance with the 
teaching and usage of the Church of England. 
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A . To those who adopt it he would offer 

Suggestions. ibxee SU gg es tions:- 

(1). To organise a choir amongst the boys, if one does 
not already exist. It will be found that 
VSSaauk <« averse number of at least . thirty boys 
out of fifty are capable, with a little 
training, of singing Hymns and chanting Psalms suffi- 
ciently well to lead others, with less natural taste for 
music, to join in this too generally neglected element of 
household worship. The chanting of the Psalms needs 
no defence ; while the Hymn not only helps to brighten 
and enliven the service, but further subserves the very 
important end of conveying, in a form the most attrac- 
tive to boys and the most likely to be retained by their 
memories, instruction in the doctrines and principles of 
the branch of the Church Catholic and Apostolic of 
which, in the providence of God, they are members. 
(2). To say the prayers, <fcc, on a single musical note, 
or, in technical phrase, in monotone. 
p°romXg aB Without entering into a discussion of this 
heartiness in question, it is sufficient to say that it is 
common difficult, in practice, to evoke any hearty 
worship. sound from a congregation without the 
use of monotone. A uniform note, judiciously pitched — 
say E flat, or even D — encourages timid worshippers to 
join with audible voice by taking away their nervous 
dread of appearing singular, and helps to gather up into 
one solemn devotional sound the floating murmurs of 
that large class of persons who habitually respond, 
but — in a whisper. 

(3). To train boys to remember that, as always, so at 

prayer-time pre-eminently, they are One Body in. Christ, 

and everyone members one of another : to teach them, 

accordingly, to give outward and visible expression to 

this cardinal truth — standing and kneel- 

ft ttuude*in e diily in 8 in such a wa y as may best help to 
Common Prayer, keep it before their minds, and bring out 

prominently the essential distinction. oi 
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the act in which they are engaged from other devotional 
exercises, viz., its community. In particular, to instruct 
them to kneel foncard during the prayers in the same 
direction, not lounging comfortably or lazily over a 
bench, but with body erect and head reverently inclined.* 
The hardest thing to realize in common prayer is the 
very fact that it is common : that the measure of the 
"agreement" of the worshippers touching the things 
for which they ask, is the measure at once of the efficacy 
of their prayers and of the acceptableness of the offering 
in the sight of God. The blessing which our Saviour 
assures to united prayer is plainly conditioned by the 
degree in which oneness of heart and desire is actually 
realized by the persons who engage in it. But so 
familiar have we become, from long habit, with the 
practice of turning our backs upon each other when we 
kneel down together at Family Prayers, that, from pure 
unconsciousness — like men born blind— we cannot justly 
estimate what an obstruction such a method forms to 
the full community of our devotions. It tends to dis- 
integrate the body : to annihilate the corporate charac- 
ter of the household at the very time when, above all 
others, its strength depends upon conscious union. It 
goes far to transform the members of the body into so 
many individual worshippers, each occupied, if occupied 
religiously at all, with his own personal and private de- 
votions. It robs us of the feeling of mutual sympathy 
and communion of spirit ono with another which ought 
to animate our common prayer, and offers us in its 
stead a barren and dry ceremony — an "otiose perfor- 
formance " — from which we rise with a vague sense of 
relief, which we should hardly like to acknowledge, even

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ourselves, but not oft6n with the warm feeling of love 
wards our Heavenly Father and towards oar brethren 
lich ought to be suggested — nay, is suggested — by an 
t of true common devotion, just in proportion as its 
mmunity is realized, whether in the church or in the 
lusehold. If a reverent and uniform posture in prayer 
Ips in any degree to foster and mature this feeling, it 
mid be childish to make little of its importance and 
lue— as childish as to destroy the husk and shell of 
unripe nut, on the ground that these natural shields 
d fences of the delicate and unformed kernel are 
lueless in themselves, and will, in the fulness of time, 
cast aside as no longer needful. 

Will this language be condemned as inculcating life- 
is formalism ? Will it be contended that to prescribe 
Les at all in such a matter is alien to the " liberty " of 
irist's Gospel, and tends to bring Christians into bon- 
ge to "beggarly elements"? As well might the 
Dther be condemned as a formalist who teaches her 
ild how to stand and how to kneel when she brings 
en for the first time to take his part in the sacred 
:vices of the Church. As well might the spirit be 
ademned which has happily led to the general abolition 

square pews in our churches, and the growing adop- 
n of the practice of kneeling forward, as a u more 
oellent way " than turning round and burying the face 
the solemn invitation, Let us pray. If this mode of 
owing our reverence to Almighty God, and of helping 
r brethren and ourselves to give reality to the familiar 
Le of our Liturgy, is right in our public worship, is it 
t equally so in our family devotions, in ** the church 
it is in our house" ? Natural religious instinct 
ompts us to encourage each other with look and voioe 
ten at Family Prayers we recite the Creed or chant a 
rmn. An averted face or body at such a time would 
ply nothing short of a pointed refusal to participate 

the profession of belief or the act of praise. How 
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long will custom, or our own selfish reluctance to sacri- 
fice a few minutes' bodily ease or convenience, retain an 
attitude during the time of prayer so self-condemnatory, 
so entirely opposed even to our own practice in all other 
details of united worship, private as well as public? 
How long will pious and sensible people continue to 
regard the seat of a chair or the cushion of a sofa as an 
essential prerequisite to the act of kneeling, as if it 
were physically impossible, or derogatory to personal 
dignity (!), to dispense with a material prop or support? 
Can we doubt as to how S. Paul and his devoted follow- 
ers addressed themselves to prayer outside the walls of 
Tyre, when, little recking of luxury or comfort or ap- 
pearance, they " kneeled down on the shore and prayed" ? 
Or is it hard to picture to ourselves the Apostolic com- 
pany in the upper chamber at Jerusalem, what time 
they "lifted up tlieir voice to God with one accord" and 
prayed, and the place was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together ? Kneeling or standing, is it possible 
to suppose that they turned their backs towards a com- 
mon centre? If the very question is ludicrous, the 
fault lies at the door of the time-honoured custom which 
a better appreciation of the elementary principles of 
common worship will, it may be hoped, one day abolish 
in our households, as, thank God, it is rapidly doing at 
this moment in our churches.* 

* The two following passages are reprinted from a tract written 
by the Compiler, called " The Religions Element in School Life 
and Work." If it be thought by any that this subject has been 
dwelt upon with wearisome iteration, he can only reply that his 
conviction of its deep importance is so strong, and so thoroughly 
verified by his own personal experience, particularly among boys, 
that he is content to risk this criticism, rather than feel that he 
had not pressed upon others with sufficient urgency the adop- 
tion of a practice which he had himself found productive of 
benefits so signal. 

" Surely when we look at the ordinary character of the public 
services in our churches— the coldness, the deadness, the indiffer- 
ence — the lounging attitudes, the utter absence of even the out- 
ward semblance of devotion— there is enough to make us long 
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One word in conclusion. The two Offices for a con- 
sultation of the Masters and for the Choir before practis- 
ing sacred music have not been inserted 
deration 1 without some degree of hesitation: so 
ready is the popular cry against what is 

for some means of teaching oar sons to learn the habit, at 
the time when habits are best learned, of reverence and atten- 
tion in worship : the wisdom and duty of doing all things de- 
cently and in order : the appreciation of God's Presence, wher- 
ever two er three are met together in His Name. Are we not 
beginning to learn, in these latter days, the folly of keeping up 
a careless and slovenly character in oar worship, under the notion 
that any effort in the contrary direction detracts from the 
* spirituality' of our devotions ? True, it may have, and has had, 
this effect when abased. Attention to external forms and cere- 
monies may be pushed to such an extent as to endanger the 
extinction of true religious and spiritual feeling; making men 
imagine that the due performance of these outward acts, with 
outward reverence and decorum, is all that God requires of man ; 
the culture of the heart, the fighting against temptation, the 
doing God service in all the circumstances of our lives, being 
too liable to be forgotten and neglected in the meantime. But 
the abuse of a good thing is no argument against its wise and 
reasonable use; nor can it ever be shown that indifference to 
seemly order is conducive to spiritual religion, or tends to pro- 
mote that living, personal union with Christ as the Head of His 
Body, the Church, without which our Christian profession is no 
more than a name, and we ourselves dead while we live." 

" Has it been anywhere in this paper implied that boys or men 
who seem to worship with devotion are therefore of necessity 
devout? That posture, and mien, and voice, are the tests of the 
life of the soul? Surely not: but it is contended that at all 
events true devotion can hardly exist without these outward in- 
dications ; that their absence in others is a fatal discouragement 
to those who are devout; that help towards forming habits of 
reverence in youth should be sought by all lawful means ; and 
last, but assuredly not least, that by having been accustomed, 
daring his school years, to take a conscious share in daily com- 
mon worship, a boy may, if he will, carry awny with him calm 
and holy associations — hallowed memories of times of strength- 
ening and refreshing which he will never altogether lose ; which 
may, in after years, avail him by God's mercy as a guard against 
temptation, or even— who knows?— as the' blessed means of 
checking him in a course of ungodliness and vice, and winning 
him back, by their softening influence, to the better thoughts 
and higher aspirations of earlier and purer years." 
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thought "excess" in devotion. That it is possible, with 
the best intentions, to incur such a fault, to the injury 
of true religious feeling, the Compiler is fully sensible ; 
but the more he reflected upon the subject, the deeper 
grew his conviction that to leave two such gatherings 
unsanctifled, in the one case by deliberate united prayer 
for wisdom and guidance, in the other by a definite re- 
cognition of the work as something undertaken in God's 
honour and to promote His glory, would be to send out 
the book in an incomplete state, and to leave two obvious 
details of spiritual need unprovided for. If the hearts 
of the Masters are in their work, and if they indeed de- 
sire to be fellow-workers with the Blessed Spirit and 
with each other in promoting the growth of the school 
in all goodness, then assuredly they will not think 
prayer — which, in proportion to its heartiness and fer- 
vency, will "avail much" towards the great object in 
view — impertinent, or needless, or excessive. Again, if a 
short and simple act of worship helps boys to remember 
that learning to sing the praises of God is something 
higher and more solemn than a mere lesson in music, 
then it would be a shortsighted wisdom to forego so sub- 
stantial a benefit from apprehension of a possible charge 
of " excess " — a charge which would lie with quite equal 
justice against such universally observed religious acts 
as private prayer on entering and leaving church, or 
grace before and after meat. 

It only remains to be noted that the particular school 
for the use of which this manual was in the first instance 
compiled, is one where the boarders are instructed in 
the full teaching of the Church ; while the day boys, 
being a mixed community in respect of religious de- 
nomination, are only asked to join in the short Office 
(to be found at page 94) for daily use before opening 
school.
